INJUSTICE TO THE RBOLESS. 


Dr. Pompian Cites Instances of In- 
sults to His People. 

Berlin, January 30.—Dr. von Dziambow- 
ski-Pompian, in the reichstag today, in- 
terpellating Chancellor von Buelow on 
the discrimination against Poles, cited 
many examples of aileged injugtice. The 
most painful thing to the Poles, the 
speaker said, was the effort to eradicate 
their language. He further asserted that 
a German teacher at Buchholz was dis- 
missed for attending a Polish meeting and 
said it was a crime merely to listen to 
the Polish tongue.

Goldsby, who appointed the 
committee, a protest and the statement 
that he had hearg the charge as coming 
from some source or other that he hat 


} packed the committee against the bill. 


General Johnston disciaimed having 
himself put it that strong, but added that 
the constitution of the committee is such 
as he had stated. He made some strict- 
ures on the fight made here last year 
by the book trust and said the trust 
wes here ready to fight again. 

Personal Privilege Askei. 

Mr. Goldsby, construing the remarks 
of General Johnston as a reffection on 
himself and the committee, rose t a 
point of order and asked that the sena- 
tor’s words be reduced to writing, ' The 
chair ruled that this could be done later. 

Mr. Gokisby then proceeded on a ques- 


tion of persenal privilége and said in then 


last ten days it had come to hind througn 
various sources that the report had beer 
set going that he had packed the com- 
mittee on education in the interest of the 
book trust. It had been specially stated 
to. him that General Johnston was tite 
author of the charge, but he had replied 
to his informant that General Johnston 
was his friend of years and he would not 
believe it. General Johnston had not said 
that about him.

CLASH OF NATIONS 
OVER VENBZUELA? 


Continued from First Page. 


to be unprepared for any situation that 
may arise. 


Attitude of France. 

Paris, January 30.—The forcign offce 
here received today lengthy official ad- 
vices giving details of the rejection by 
the allies of the proposal that France 
end other countries receive equal treat- 
ment in the Venezuelan settlement. The 
French officials had not doubted that 
equal treatment would be recognized, and 
this unexpected turn of events has 
caused much surprise and concern. For 
the presen. it does not appear to be the 
purpose of the French authorities to 
assume an imperative position, but rather 
to set forth what they regard as ihe 
manifest equities of the French position, 
with the view to induce its further con- 
sideration and acceptance * 

The view is strongly held here that 
the United States, France and Belgium 
are in effect pacific allies, as they did 
not resort to force against Venezuela. 
It is insisted that the present attitude 
of the allies tends not only to prejudice 
the rights of the pacific allies, but also 
estabiishes the dangerous principle that 
a resort to war is preferable to efforts to 
maintain peace, 

The counse§ of ministers today was 
occupied chiefly with Foreign Ministar 
DelCasse’s presentation of the state of 
foreign affairs. It is assumed that the 
Venezuelan situation was included, but 
the official statement of what occurred at 
the meeting mentions only Morocco and 
Macedonia. 

M. DelCasse’s views have been fully 
communicated to Ambassador Jusserand, 
who is expegted to arrive in Washington 
tomorrow. The position of the French 
officials in regard to the claims of the 
powers is one of dignifiec firmness, but 
there is no suggestion of a threat or of 
the possibility of serious eventualities. 


Waiting for Castro’s Answer. 

London, January 30.—President Castro's 
decision regarding the division of the 
Venezuelan customs is still awaited. The 
opinion expressed at the German em- 
bassy and indorsed at the foreign office 
here is that if the president is as anx- 
ious as the powers to end the difficulty, 
he will agree to give them the preference 
demanded. 

No protests on the subject of the pref- 
erence Gemanded by the allies have been 
received here from the other powers. It 
is said at the foreign office. that a friendly 
interchange of opinion betwéen the vari- 
ous European governments would  un- 
Goubtedly disperse any misunderstanding 
over the allies’ claim. 


Lord Granbourne’s Views. 

London, January 30.—Lord Cranbourne, 
under secretary of foreign affairs, speak- 
ing tonight at the banquet of the Shef- 
field chamber of commerce, said the gov- 
ernment’s policy in Venezuela was dic- 
tated by determination to defend the in- 
terests of British subjects and that there 
was no infringement of the Monroe doc- 
trine. This was also the views, he con- 
tinued, of the United States, which would 
be a lkeng time before making itseif re- 
sponsible for a disorderly state like Ven- 
ezuela. The foreign office had maintained 
intact Great Britain's friendship with 
the United States. 

Lord Cranbcurne concluded by declar- 
ing that “there is no German or Euro- 
pean alliance, but Great Britain is ready 
to cooperate with the powers not only in 
South America, but in Asia, Africa and 
Europe.’’ 

An Invitation Declined. 

Caracas, January 30.—The captain of 
the German cruiser Gazelle, which is an- 
chored at Puerto Cabello, on the octasion 
of the German emperor's birthday, sent 
an invitation to the members of the Ger- 
man colony te celebrate the day on board 
the cruiser. All refused; one, the head 
of one of the chief German firms at Puer- 
to Cabello, answering: 

“Tell the captain that his invitation sur- 
prises me under the present circumstances 
when Venezuela is suffering from an un- 
justifiable aggression on the part of Ger- 
many. I will.mot attend nor allow any 
of the young German elerks employed by 
my firm to attend the celebration.” 


ATLANTANS IN A BIG DEAL. 


Omaha Will Have One of the Largest 
Tanneries in the West. 
Omaha, Nebr., January 30.—(Special.)— 
Within the next few months Omaha is 
to have one of the largest tanneries and 
leather manufacturing plants in the west. 
J. H. Thaw, formerly of Atlanta, Ga., 
but now residing in,.this city, is promot- 
ing the deal, with Mr. Holcomb, who is 
one of the proprietors of the large tan- 
nery plant at Atlanta, and who is also 

interested in the scheme. 

J. H. Thaw says he will secure the sig- 
natures of several people of Atlanta, who 
have agreed to put thefr money into the 
concern. 

It is understood that the machinery of 
the large plant tn Atlanta is to be ship 
ped to Omaha to be used in the concern 
here.

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FILIPINO BOY 
STILL AN ALIEN 


Court at Washington Passes 
on the Case of Young 
de Yosa, 


Washington, January 30.—Justice Ola- 
baugh, of the district supreme court, to- 
day decided that Antonio M. O. Pisso de 
Yosa. the young Filipino who some 
months ago instituted mamdamus pro- 
ceedings to compel Ciek John R. Young, 
of tne supreme court, to receive his citl- 
zenship declaration, is still an alien and 
is entitled to become &@ citizen of the 
United States. His de@laration, there- 
fore. was ordered to be received, but an 
appeal was taken to the district court of 
The clerk's refusal to accept 
declaration was on the ground that 
not an alien and conse- 
quently renounce the allegiance 
he seeks to relinquish. s 

The Filipino alleged tnaat he was born 
of Spanish parents in Manila in 1880 and 
lived at Manila until several years ago.

This gold peso proposition is fathered

Nobody anticipated any particular trou-

Maddox and Coal Taniff. 

In the routine press report of the re-’ 
cent debate in the house upon the removal 
of the coal tariff Judge Maddox, who 
was one of the prominent speakers on 
the measure, was quoted in a way which 
entirely misstated his position. That re- 
port made it appear that he contended 
for the removal of the tariff on coal, 
though at the same time declaring Such 
removal wouid do no practical good. 

What Judge Marnddox did say was that 
the republicans appeared in the anoma- 
lous attitude.of supporting this proposi- 
tion and at the same time declaring that 
it would do no good.

“DEAD DRUNK” 
DURING SALE 


Hawkins Says Cason Got 
Him Drunk of a Pur- 
pose, 


A unIque petition in which a cemetery 
lot, many drinks of whisky, an Atlanta 
ex-detective and his wife, an ex-chief of 
Fulton county police and at present an 
Atlanta sanitary inspector and a ma- 
chinist play an intensely interesting part, 
was carried before Judge Lumpkin yes- 
terday by Attorney F. M. Hughes. 

F. B. Hawkins, a machinist, is 
plaintiff in the case; Bd M. Cason, an At- 
lanta ex-detective, his wife, Mrs. Ida 
Cason, and Andrew M. Verner, ex-chief 
of the county police and at present a 
city sanitary Inspector, are the defend- 
ants. 

The cemetery lot involved in the case 
is No. 27 of the “old part” of Oak§and 
cemetery, which is valued by the plaintiff 
at $500, but whith Hawkins claims was 
secured from him for the small sum of 
$25 after he had been made rolling drunk 
from many drfnks of whisky adminis- 
tered by Cason. 

Hawkins, the plaintiff, further charges 
that Cason and his wife and Verner have 
conspired, connived and confederated to 
procure a deed to the cemetery lot, 
which they did after getting him under 
the influence of whisky. 


Did Not Want To Sell. 

Hawkins alleges in his petition that 
he was approached by Cason about the 
ist of last Septémber on the subject of 
buying a cemetery lot from him, in which 
he and his wife could be buried after 
death. Hawkins says he told Cason that 
he did not care to sell, but fhat Cason 
insisted and invited him up town to 
have drinks on him, and after paying for 
several drinks succeeded in getting the 
petitioner very drunk, and he then again 
insisted on buying the lot, but Hawkins 
still refused to sell. This treating to 
drinks continued for about ten days, dur- 
ing which time Hawkins says Cason pro- 
fessed to grow very fond of him, and 
carried him from bar to bar emch day, 
and always paying for the drinks and 
always insisting that he sell him the cem- 
etery lot. 

“On the day before September 17, 1902.” 
the petition continues, “after Cason had 
made your petitioner drunk, he walked 
your petitioner around and over the 
town from bar to bar ‘setting ‘em up,’ 
as he called it, and while lingering on 
corners would discuss cemetery lots and 
swear eternal friendship, shake hands, 
shed copious tears, and for what reason 
your petitioner can now readily under- 
stand. At the same time Cason was de- 
claring that if only he could get a lot 
in Oakland cemetery big enough to bury 
himself and wife he would build a mon- 
ument to your petitioner on the ground 
as grand and as high as the magnificent 
Washington monument.” 


Made Him Sign Deed. 

Hawkins says that he can remember 
little else till the next morning about 7 
o'clock, when Cason again took him up 
town and bought more whisky and gave 
it to him, which, coupled, with the ‘‘re- 
mainder’ of the night before, caused him 
to become completely drunk. While in 
this state, he claims, Cason made him 
sign a deed to the cemetery lot, though 
he knew nething about it till after he had 
recovered from the drunk and found 
$20 in his pocket which had been given 
him by Cason. This amount, added to $% 
which he had received the day before, 
made the total of $5 which Cason had 
paid him. 

Hawkins implicates Mrs. Cason in the 
alleged fleecing scheme by charging that

husband while at her home, and further 
by charging that Mrs.

Only one case is cited in the Georgia 
reports as having been decided by the 
supreme court, and that a number of 
years ago.

Adam Boyd, of Shenondoah, a division 
superintendent of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Iron and Coal Company, said 
the company would rather let its mines 
drown than to give recognition to the 
union. SeveradD mines were flooded. If 
the steam men had not been intimidated, 
he said. there would have been no dif- 
fieulty in keeping the workings free of 
water. 

Jacob P. Jones, of Pottsville, Pa., pay- 
master of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company, presented to 
the commission a statement showing the 
annual earnings of the contract miners 
at the Reading company’s Bear Ridge, 
(jood Spring, Koh-I-Noor, Potts, Draper, 
Indian Ridge, Preston No. 2 and Turkey 
Run collieries. These were selected by 
the commissioners from thirty-seven col- 
lieries for the purpose of preparing a 
wage statement. The statement showed 
that twenty-four men who worked an 
average of 265 shifts during 1901 earned 
$1.000 and over; thirty-two worked 204 
and earned from $900 to $1,000; forty-six 
worked 249 and earned $800 to $900; eighty- 
fix worked 244 and earned $700 to $800; 130 
worked 20 and earned $600 to $700; 155 
worked 214 and earned $00 to $600; 145 
worked 180 and earned $400 to $500; 136 
worked 143 and earned $300 to $400; six- 
teen worked 103 and earned $200 and $300, 
and 9099 who worked an average of less 
than twenty-six earned less than $200. 

Mr. Jones also presented a statement 
giving. the earnings for 1901 of the men 
who are paid by the day, work or no, 
and a statement showing the workings of 
the Miners’ and Laborers’ seneficial 
Fund from the time it was organized by 
the late Franklin B. Gowan, in 1877, down 
to date. When the fund was started the 
company contributed $20,000 and it has 
made up all deficits whenever any oc- 
cured and also pays all expenses for 
Clerical work in connection with the 
fund. Nearly $2,000,000 has been paid out 
in benefits, he said. 


Wages of Contract Miners. 
Mr. Jones was subjected to a long 
cross-examination on the statement on 
the average wages of the contract 
miners. Nine ¢ollieries out of thirty- 
Seven were selected for the purpose.

NEAR TO GOLD 


Roosevelt Is Eager To Bring 
About Adjustment of the 
Ratio, 


Washington, January 30.—The executive 
branch of the government is not disposed 
to cease its efforts to bring about an ad- 
justment of the ratio of gold and silver 
currency in the Orient and in other silver 
using countries, with the mere presenta- 
tion to congress of the Mexican and Chi- 
nese notes yesterday. 

Secretary Root, who is opposed to the 
amended Philippine currency bill, is espe- 
clally urgent in seeking to remedy the 
evil financial conditions of the Philip- 
pines, caused in ‘a large part by the fluc- 
tuating currency ratios, while Secretary 
Hay is interested in the proposition be- 
cause it promises to at once alleviate the 
friction now existing as a result of the 
Chinese indemnity question. The secre- 
tary also is looking into the future to- 
ward the enlargement of American trade 
in South and Central America. where sil- 
ver fs still the standard of value. There- 
fore the proposition will laid before 
congress to appoint a commission of three 
members, men expert in financial matters, 
to act as representatives of the United 
States in an international monetary con- 
ference on the lines indicated by Mexico 
and China or in consultation directly or 
in fact in any line of international ex- 
change that promises success. Very lit- 
tle legislative action is required at this 
Stage, and it is probable that an appro- 
priation for $5,000 for the expense of each 
commissioner will meet the needs of the 
State department at this time. 

It is made plain that the commission 
will have now power to commit- the 
United States government to any change 
in its currency system. Its conclusion 
will be adopted referendum and noth- 
of them unless congress 
regards them with favor. 

The Mexican ambassador, Senor DeAs-

Reminiscences of the Civil War. 

Editor Constitution: Some time in No- 
vember I wrote a rather personal letter 
to The Constitution, in which I casually 
mentioned the names of some of Geor- 
gia’s noble southern women at Milledge- 
ville, Newnan, Atlanta, and, in fact, 
wherever my brigade—the old Orphan 
Brigade, as they were called—of Ken- 
tuckians, commanded, respectively, first 
by General S. B. Buckner, then John C. 
Breckinridge; Roger W. Hansin, who fell 
at Stone river, or, more properly speak- 
ing, Murfreesboro, Tenn.; was succeeded 
by Ben Hardin Helm, whose wife was a 
sister of Mrs. Abraham Lincoln, and who, 
by the way, had four brothers—Alex, 
Dave, Ben and Richard Todd—all in the 
confederate service. Helm was killed at 
Chickamauga, when the brigade passed 
aver to General Joseph H. Lewis, now a 
member of the court of appeals at Frank- 
fort, Ky. 

I mentioned then true southern ladies 
of Georgia, because they will ever hold 
first rank in the heart and remembrance 
of that old Kentucky brigade. I have 
received, among others who read that 
article, a beautiful letter from a young 
lady of your city, herself a relative of 
the Candlers of Milledgeville, and secre- 
tary of “The Southern Sunshine w ork- 
ers,” of Atlanta, and I assure

pleased with my first communication, 
that the old captain uppreciates their 
approval, and in future communications 
to either The Constitution or The Sunny 
South shall draw upon my vivid recol- 
lection of many thrilling scenes and in- 
cidents occurring under my own super- 
vision, while a member of the old Fourth 
Kentucky regiment, and as the signal of- 
ficer and telegraph operator on the staff 
of General John C. Breckinridge, not 
only while that distinguished Kentuckian 
was in command of a division and corps, 
but also after he was made secretary of 
war, 

[ am personally cognizant of many 
things that have never found their way 
into public print, and hope to lay them 
before the thousands, of readers of The 
Constitution under the caption of “Army 
Reminiscences."” I would ask Captain 
Evan P. Howell if he remembers the 
tnree days we spént in the beautiful 
grove of Colonel Alexander R. Boteler, 
near Shepherdsiand, on the Potomac, and 
how we were so elegantly entertained by 
his charming and accomplished daughter, 
Miss Anna. Captain Howell, if I remem- 
ber, was a member of the staff of that 
grand old man, John B. Gordon, while I 
had been temporarily assigned to that of 
General Robert Ransom, of North Caro- 
lina, who commanded all gf Early’s cav- 
alry and who had requested General 
Breckinridge to allow me to make the 
Maryland campaign with him, as he 
might need my services as telegraph op- 
erator. 

We crossed the Potomac on the Fourth 
of July, 1864, and ten days after, near 
Frederick City, Md., fought the battle 
of Monocacy, and then began the see- 
Saw gume between Early and Sheridan 
for possession of the beautiful valley of 
Virginia. The enemy would drive us to 
our stronghold, Strasburg, where after 
two or three days’ skirmishing we would 
get the bulge and drive them helter- 
skelter through Winchester or Harper's 
Ferry to the river, 

Captain Howell will remember all this, 
as his division—Gordon’s—was always in 
the forefront of every battle from Stan- 
ton to Gettysburg; and then there was 
the gallant Rhodes, Ramseur and Whar- 
ton, of West Virginia, to say nothing of 
General Jenkins, whe fell at Cloyds 
mountain May 6, and whose last words 
to me, as he left his staff to ride over to 
a clump of bushes, were, ‘‘Russell, if 
your Kentuckians come, I will place them 
to the right of that house” (pointing to 
a large brick mansion in the distance). 
We were momentarily looking for the 
dismounted men of Morgan's command, 
who were on the march from Dublin De- 
pot, but unfortunately arrived too late 
to save the day. Jenkins was killed 
While leading the Fourteenth Virginia 
and was succeeded by Colonel John Mce- 
Causland. The day following I recetved 
a telegram from General Breckinridge to 
join him at once at Lynchburg, 
where, as history states, after a short 
delay we began, under General Jubal A. 
Early, that celebrated campaign which 
finally culminated in the disastrous bat- 
of Cedar Creek and virtually de- 
stroyed all hopes for southern success in

Many Horses Have Died. 

During the past few days the agricul- 
tural department has received notice of 
a number of deaths among horses and 
Other cattle from ‘“biind staggers,” or 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, that have oc- 
curred in Meriwether, Walton and other 
counties, “ 

Owing to the fact that the legislature 
has never provided the department with 
a veternary surgeon ail the department 
ean do is to make suggestions as to 
treatment of cases. fc frequently hap- 
pens that the boards of roads and reve- 
nues in the different counties take the 
matter up and pay for the services of 
a competent surgeon whenever contagious 
diseases make an appearance in the 
community. 

The agricultural department, however, 
has secured a form of treatment for 
“blind staggers’’ from the department 
at Washington, and has sent a copy to 
every person who mukes inquiry con- 
cerning the disease end treatment. The 
following is the treatment as prescribed 
by the department: 

Treatment—In the worse class of cases 
treatment is very seldom successful, and 
it is dangerous to attempt the adminis- 
tration of medicine by the mouth, on ac- 
count of the inability of the animal to 
swallow. Cold shower baths, may pogsi- 
biy induce revulsive action in connec- 
tion with stimulants per rectum, 4 to 6 
ounces of whisky in 2 pints of milk: the 
inhalation ef ammonia vapor from a 
sponge saturated with dilute aqua am- 
monia may arouse consciousness. 

In the second class of cases the treat- 
ment recommended by Professor Large 
consists in giving a cathartic composed 
of 1 ounce of aloes and the administra- 
tion of 1 to 2 drahms of the solid extract 
of balladonna, alternated every three 
hours with 30 drops of tincture of aconite

Mrs.. Davis tells a most pitiful story 
of a life that has met with trouble until 
she has drank the very sediment of the 
dregs of misery and Woe.

COST OF ADDITION, $4,500 


District Attorney Also Approves Ti- 
tles to Sites for New Public 
Building in Athens and 
Postoffice Annex in 
Rome. 


United States District Attorney E. A. 
Angier has approved the titles to 6 acres 
of land in Walker county which have 
Reen purchased by the government as an 
addition to the Chickamauga national 


park. The necessary papers have been 
forwarded to Washington by the district 
attorney and the forma] transfer of the 
property will probably be made within a 
short time. 

The purchase price of the land is $4,500, 
the sum necessary for the purchase hav- 
ing been appropriated at the last session 
of congress. The additional land is a 
portion of the famous Chickamauga bat- 
tle field. It will be improved by the 
government and will be in keeping with 
the remainder of the park. The locations 
of commands durifig the battle will be 
désignated by markers. There are still 
portions of the battle fleld that remain 
unincorporated in the park. 

District Attorney Angier yesterday ap- 
proved the titles to the property pur- 
chased as a site for the new postoffice and 
federal building in Athens, and also for 
the annex to the postoffice in Rome. 

The cost of the site for teh Athens pub- 
lic building is $14,000 and it is expected 
that the building and site together will 
cost $164,000. The property was purchased 
from Dr. H. H. Carlton and J. M. Hodg- 
eon, executor. 

The new building for Rome is to be in 
the nature of an annex and will adjoin 
the present postoffice. 
site is $7,000. The papers have been for- 
warded to Washington and the money 
will likely be paid by the goevrnment in 
both instances within the next few days.

But for Pope Gregory XIII our Christ- 
mas day would not arrive until exactly 
twelve days later than it does. We would 
call it December 25, but, judging by that 
great fixer of time, the vernal] equinox, 
it would really be January 6 

Pope Gregory remedied an error which 
Julius Caesar fell into, when, in the year 
45 B. C., he placed the length of the year 
at 365 1-4 days. As every one knows now, 
this was too long by eleven minutes and 
fourteen seconds, with the result that in 
1582, when the learned pope took the m#&- 
ter in hand, time was ten days out of 
joint. On October 5 in that year ten days 
were skipped, and the 5th was turned into 
the 15th. 


Here in England we did not, strange 
adopt this reformation until the 
year 1752, when eleven days had to be 
dropped out, and Wednesday, September
